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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 5/19/03 is not fully responsive to the 
prior Office Action because of the following omission (s) or 
matter (s): there is no election of a specific species. 
Applicants elected a "mixture of molecules". However, this is 
not a specific species. A mixture of molecules is generic since 
it encompasses different molecules*. A species comprised in the 
mixture of molecules can be, for example only, peptides, 
proteins DNA or other bio or non-biological specific molecules. 

Applicants are further required to elect a single specific 
recognition site as recited in e.g., claim 4. Note that 
applicants can elect a recognition site species from those 
disclosed in the specification, not necessarily from those 
recited in claim 4, provided it is a species. 

Applicants requested clarification as to the election of 
the target species being recited in claim 20 (dependent on claim 
17) , which is the non-elected claim (group) . In response, the 
Office action recites e.g. , and does not necessarily limiting 
the selection or election to only those in claim 20. Since none 
of the dependent claims of the elected group recites a target 
species, hence, claim 20 was given as an example. See 37 CFR 
1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide,
